MOSCOW, May 4 (UPI) — A ‘ 
Soviet newspaper today cited 
an American business woman, 
a theatrical agent and four 
translators as “provocateurs” 
who tried to recruit spies and ; 
defectors among Sovicty citiz- 
ens. 

The official newspaper iden- 
tified the six as: 

• Oscar Berlin, a “former 
administrator” of Sol Hurok 
Attractions, which sponsors 
many Soviet musicians, dan- 
cers and actors appearing 
abroad. 

• Dianna Hayes, who alle- 

gedly presented herself here 
as the' owner of the “Anchor , 
Industrial Co.” ! 

• Vasili V. Lukyanov, a 
Russian - horn translator' for 
the U.S. State Department. ; 

• Alexander 1. Rolich, an- 
other Russian-horn translator 
who allegedly said he was an' 
assistant languages professor 
at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. 

• Mikhail M. Bon, a transla 
tor for the American Exprcs- 
Co. 


* Viktor A. Fedyai, a trans- 
lator at the Library of Con- 
gress who allegedly acted as a 
courier for military Intel- s 
ligence given him by a mili- s 
tary attache at the U.S. Em-*'
